The report, called "Juvenile 
Violence in California," has re­ 
ceived wide acclaim by the DU- 
i iciary, educators, law enforce­ 
ment agencies and welfare 
groups.

Attorney General Brown said 
It was a major step forward in 
solving one of the state's most 
vexatious problems. The re-port 
was made by the Citizens Ad. 
visory Comrriittee to the Attor­ 
ney General on Crime Preven­ 
tion.

The committee said it was 
"deeply impressed" by the con­ 
tinually mounting degree of ju­

venile violence and it placed a 

good share of the blame on 
comic hooks, television and mo­ 

tion pictures.
This violence, the committee 

found, occurred principally when 
teen-agers formed themselves 
into a gang. What began as 
nightly fun ended In an evening 
foray.

It pointed to the remarkahle. 
reduction in crimes of violence 
experienced in Los Angeles 
County after enactment and en­ 
forcement of a curfew in 1055. 
It. strongly recommended that, 
antiloitering legislation be made 
a statewide law.

The committee said the pres- 
tnt financial responsibility laws 
should not be changed.
